He 
declared Norris was not and never 
had been a member of the klan. 

Defense Refuses Challenge. 

Jesse Martin, Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of Tarrant County, from 
which the case came here on 
change of venue, objected to 
Moses’ statement that Norris was 
not a member.

In most 
cases the veniremen were willing 
to say finally, that they would if 
the evidence justified, forego their 
repuenance to inflicting the death 
penalty in obedience to a sense of 
duty.
